THEREOF according to the following procedure evidenced by the enclosed pages of the 
NIH Grant Application "CKIs and Control of Vascular Smooth Muscle Cell Cycle" 
("NIH Grant Application.") 
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4. These pages describe experiments showing an upregulation of p21 and p27 in 
a time pattern that is inversely correlated with vascular smooth muscle cell proliferation 
(page 31). 

5. We also conceived of the construction of plasmid expression vectors encoding 
human p27 (page 30) and delivery of those vectors into blood vessels using a catheter 
delivery system (page 49).
